Frcm H. A. Hogue, Superintendent
of the construction of the U. 8
Branch Mint at Dalles City, we are in-
formed that funds have been received
by D. M. French, KEsq., disbursing
agent, for the payment of extra service
performed on the work between May
10th and September 11th, 1869, durs
ing which time the employees worked 10
hours per day instead of eight hours, a
legral days’ work. Mr. Hogue requests
us to say that vonchers will be prepared
for each employee, and will be ready
for delivery on application to him on
and after Tuesday, Aug. 30th ; and up-
on presentation of the vouchers re-
ceipted by the persons in whose favor
they are drawn, to Mr. French, they
will be paid.

Persona who have arrived at Albany
from the cast side of the mountains by
the road over the Cascades report that
there are now from 75 to 100 settlers
in Ochoco Valley, and that the country
already presents the appaerance of a
fine agricaltural district well settled up
and producing freely. Harney ILake
Valley is the best grazing country in
the world, and Joe Teal has at present
nine hundred head of cattle luxuriat-
iug in the grasses of that valley.

They
retreated on Mezieres. The Prussians
oceupy Givenne, a few miles to the
northeast of Salem.

Ten thousand officers and soldiers of
the French army werc forced into Bal-
gian territory, where they were requir-
ed instantly to surrender their arms
(ireat numbers wounded have also been
admitted to DBelgian for humanity's
sake.
